Cartersville, Ga., Dec. 24 (A.P.).— 
Death today claimed four children who 
were earning Christmas money as tem- 
porary clerks in a. fireworks store, when 
&@ roman candle, lighted by a customer, 
caused an explosion which enveloped 
the building in flames. 

The charred bodies of William Shaw, 
12, and Frances Shaw, 15, children of 
the proprietor of the store, and Mary 
Bell Dodd, 16, were brought out of the 
blazing building by firemen. 

Mary Kennedy, 18, who with the three 
other children, was earning extra holi- 
day money by working in the fireworks 
store, 
died in a hospital late tonight.

Slater said that until after Christ- 
mas Heldman would be held in fail as 
a material witness, when an affidavit 
would be filed. Harter and Slater did 
not comment on the results of their 
own investigation, prompted by cer- 
tain discrepancies in Heldman’s story, 
and announced only that they would 
turn the matter over to the jury for 
whatever action that body deemed Jjus- 
tified. 

Heldman told authorities his wife, 
Margaret, ended her own life the night 
of December 6 with the same guo she 
had used a week before to kill Fearn. 
Heldman said he learned that his wife 
killed Fearn through a discarded “sul- 


cide”"’ note she left at their home in 
Lorain, and that she committed suicide 
while he was bringing ber here to 
turn her over to authorities.

Native Pearl Fishers Riot 
Against Use of Diving Suits 


South Sea Islanders Storm Warehous in Paumotus to 


Destroy Sea Helmets They Hold are 


Menace of Livelihood. ; 


Tahiti, Dec. 24 (A.P.).—The proposed 
use of modern diving sults in competi- 
tion with the primitive methods of na- 
tive pearl divers has aroused the people 
of the Paumotu Island group almost to 
the fighting point. Thousands of South 
Sea natives dependent upon pearl fish- 
eries feel that their means of livelfthood 
is menaced. 

Reports of serious disturbance at the 
Island of Hikueru have come to the 
French administration here. Hikuery 
is the center of the diving activities this 
year, and there the native divers 
weighted with stones have been de- 
scending on ropes from small boats to 
pry the pearl oysters from the ocean 
floor.

Recently a concession was granted to 
use diving machines, or suits. This, it 
is asserted, was in contravention to the 
law. It also violated the exclusive privi- 
lege of the natives in diving. 

Natives stormed a warehouse at 
Hikueru, seized diving helmets and 
concealed them.

Minister Replies to Attack of Senator Jouvenal on Big 
Defense Budgets as Inconsistent With Peace Pacts; 


Cites Speech

Paris, Dec. 24 (N.Y.W.N.8.).—Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s plea for a strong na- 
tional defense in his message to Con- 
gréss was quoted by Minister of War 
Paul Painleve today in rebuttal of 
Senator Henri de Jouvenal’s charge 
that ratification of vhe Kellogg-Briand 
peace treaty simultaneously with the 
voting of an increased war budget was 
inconsistent. 

Demanding a big cut in the French 
army and navy expenses, Senator de 
Jouvenal argued that the only way to 
end war was to disarm. “If the most 
peaceful countries, such as France and 
the United States, do not set the 
ample by cutting cheir armamen 
he told the senate, “both are failing in 
their duty. Signing “he pact against 
war has coincided with a fresh burst of 
armaments. As this ig true of all na- 


tions, none dare accuse another. We 
have promised at Geneva to work for 
disarmament, but in Paris ws are vot- 
ing budgets for further armaments.” 

Painleve, in replying, said: 

“The allusion has been made to the 
peace pact, contrasting it with our 
military expenses. The originator of 
this pact, President Coolidge himeelf, 
wrote recently that ‘ountries that se- 
riously organize their defense cooperate 
the best jn guaranteeing peace and 
that the catastrophe of 1914 would have 
occurred earlier if the menaced coun- 
tries had not protected themselves. We 
will remain true to those words of

Double Guard Is Maintained 
Over Jurors and Principals 
in Chicago Convictions. 


DEATH THREATS ' MANY 


Chicago, Dec. 24 (A.P.).—Angelo Pe- 
tittl and Andrew _Cappellano, con- 
victed of kidnaping 10-year-old Billy 
Ranierl, brooded in separate cells to- 
day over a fate that rolled in with the 
Christmas tide.

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PEACE AND GOOD WILL. 


In spite of man’s inhumanity to man 
the world toils toward surer peace and 
more universal good will. On this holy 
morn the Prince of Peace looks down 
upon many nations that have resisted 
the templaiion fly to arms. The 
armies now actually engaged in hostili- 
ties are scattered and small. 
number of men under arms is larger than 
before the World War, no war cloud of 
any magnitude is in sight, and on every 
hand it is acknowledged that progress 
has been made in the art of keeping the: 
peace. 

Since Jast Christmas the nations have 
applauded the proposal to renounce war, 
and the treaty making this renunciation 
is in ratification. If this 
treaty should become a reality it will 
mark one the most important ad- 
vances in the history of the human race, 
because it abolishes the legitimacy of 
war as a means of promoting a nation’s 
aims. This is a reversal of the rule of 
eenturies—a rule upon which empires | 
have been established on the ruins of 
wiczvidual and national liberties. 

Because this treaty carries no visible 
penalty for its violation it is airily dis- 
missed by shallow thinkers as a “mere 
gesture,” “a scrap of paper,” and “a 
puff of wind.” But its force does not 
consist in the old exploded theory that 
war can be stamped out only by a big- 
ger and more powerful war. The re- 
nunciation treaty mobilizes the public 
opinion of the world—not the military 
cliques of governments, but the peoples 
whose blood is the fuel of the war ma- 
shine—and enables world opinion to 
Mdentify the nation that starts the shed- 
ding of blood. Some individuals suggest 
that the Kellogg treaty would not have 
stopped the war in 1914, because each 
nation then set up the claim that it was 
acting in self-defense. But every gov- 
ernment knows in its heart that it can 
not start a war in violation of the 
renunciation treaty without advertising 
itself to the universe as an aggressor.

The world is on the alert now, and will } 


neither be seduced by propaganda nor 
taken by surprise. Within the last month 
a war in South America was halted be- 
cause the would-be aggressor found ar- 
rayed against it the rapidly forming 
condemnation of the outside world, which 
would have compelled governments to 
range themselves against the aggressor. 
The nation that wanted war concluded 
that the price of indulging in that luxury 
would be ruinous. 

ihe treaty renouncing war would be | 
idiotic if it contained a penalty consisting 
of provision for a general war to stamp 
vut an incipient war. That plan is worse 
than no treaty at all. What the world 
desires is a cessation of war, and if a 
mechanism can be set up which will en- 
able the world to exert its will, its de- 
sire will be accomplished. ‘This mecha- 
nism, it is believed, is furnished by the 
Kellogg treaty. 

Before another Christmas comes it is 
probable that this treaty will have be- 
come binding upon the greatest nations, 
including the United States. It is a pros- 
pect that encourages men of good will in 
every land, and gives fresh meaning to 
the good old greeting, “Merry Christmas 
and a Happy New Year!” 


CANNONADING AND RAINFALL, 


‘ When “Fighting Bob” Evans led the tamous 
round-the-world battleship squadron into the 
harbor of Rio de Janeiru 20 years ago, the 
heavy tiring by naval vessels during the ex- 
change of courtesies was followed by one of 
the heaviest deluges of rain that the Brazilian 
port ever had experienced. Naturally, the 
downpour was altributed to the cannonading. 
When the battleship bearing President-elect 
Hoover was steaming toward Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazilians recalled this earlier inecideut. The 
Tresident-elect was to be greeted by Brazilian 
forts aud battleships with a 2l-gun salute, 
om@ the Utah was to reply in kind. The can-

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novading was to be far greater than that 
which greeted “Fighting Bob,” and it was ex- 
pected that it would cause an even greater 
downpour. But the Utah entered the harbor 
of Rio, receiving and returning thunderous 
salutes, and the sum shone on undimmed. 

Does c¢annonading precipitate’ rainfall? 
During the war there were many rainy days, 
and the public became almost convinced that 
the artillery in France was responsible; but 
meteorologists scoffed, and asserted that there 
was no connection between explosions and 
rainfall. 

Had it rained in Rio de Janeiro after Mr. 
Hoover landed the popular theory would 
have been greatly fortified. Now it is open 
to doubt. But, like the old timers who insist 
that the climate has moderated, those who 
believe that concussion of the air brings rain 
will stick to their guns.

AUTOMOBILE RIVALRY IN 1929. 


With’ 24,500,000 motor vehicles registered 
in the United States, an increase of 1,465,000 
over a year ago, automobile manufacturers 
confidently expect to make new sales records 
during 1929. At the present moment the in- 
dustry is éntering its annual tapering-olf move- 
ment, with decreased production in all plants 
with the exception of Ford and Chevrolet. 
The slack period is being utilized, however, 
to lay plans for the 1929 season and it is ex- 
pected that with the turn of tbe year the in- 
dustry will embark upon a sales and promo- 
tion program the like of which has never been 
seen before, 

Automobile manufacturers are able to com- 
mand the best information as to the economic 
state of the country. That they anticipate a 
record-breaking year’ constitutes an excellent 
assurance of continued prosperily. It is true, 
of course, that the automobile no longer can 
he considered a luxury item, and that huge 
sales vo longer indicate extraordinary pros- 
perity, but in its status of fundamental ne- 
cessity the automobile provides an even better 
barometer of economic conditions. 

The new year unquestionably will witness 
sales competition of the most intense sort. 
Ford, who is now producing 7,000 cars a day, 
is staking his position on the four-cylinder 
model A, and there is no indication that other 


manufacturers will be able to cut appreciably 


into his market. Chevrolet’s uew six-cylinder 
car, bowever, now being assembled at the 
rate of 5,000 a day, has introduced a new 
note of competition into the low-priced field. 
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With the exception of the Ford, which occu- 
pies a unique position, the battle will involve 
six-cylinder cars, Because of its impressive 
purchasing ‘position, General Motors with the 
Chevrolet may be considered as occupying the 
strongest Strategic position, but Overland, 
Chrysler, Durant and others may be depended 
upon to give the Chevrolet good battle. 


SIDEWALK CONGESTION, 


The flood of Christmas shoppers that 
surged through the downtown 
Washington during the last two weeks is 
sufficient evidence that the traffic problem 
is not confined to vehicles. In spite of this 
city’s spacious sidewalks the hurrying throngs 
have jostled in little collisions and suffered 
much delay and inconvenience, 

The problem of sidewalk congestion is much 
more pronounced in other and larger cities. 
Washington has no skyscrapers to unload their 
large populations on the streets at ‘quitting 
time,’’ and the retail district is not unduly 
concentrated.

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THE WAR ON CRIME. 
W halen’s 
the bomicide squad 
York police force has a direct 
reputation of America as a nation famous for 
crime, He summarily retired chief of 
the squad because during the present year 
there bave been 228 cass of homicide reported 
for investigation, and the records show that 
arrests were made in only 2 cases. 

The modern criminal utilizes every aid of 
science aud human skill to foster his trade. 
lt appears that the police departments of soine 
large cities of this country have been quite 
upable to hold their own, or clse they have 
negligently failed to enforce the law. But 
under no conditions Is there an excuse for a 
record such as that presented iu New York. 

With this kind of detective service it is 
not surprisivg that there should be an in- 
crease in the number of persons murdered in 
this country. Last year 9,470 homicides were 
reported to the Department of Commerce, 
representing an increase of 260 over the pre- 
vious year. More deaths result from homicide 
than from typhoid fever, malaria, smallpox, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough or a dozen other 
diseases. The theory of a life for a life is ac- 
cepted in many of the States, yet the number 
of slayers who receive even prison sentences 
is a small fraction of the number that are 
guilty of taking human life. 

Two of the largest cities in the country— 
New York and Philadelphia—have recently 
seen fit to reorganize their police depart- 
ments, in order to cut out corruption and in- 
ject new vigor in law “enforcement sguads. 
Decided improvement should be the result in 
both cases, Since there ts a tendency of crimi- 
vals to concentrate in large cities, the efforts 
of these two cities to rid themselves of under- 
world gangs and racketeers will be watched 
with interest throughout the country. If they 
are successful criminal] rings will be driven to 
other large American cities, and there will be 
little abatement in crime for the nation as a 
whole. Other cities may profit by the current 
examples of police reorganization, and it is 
to be hoped that they also will join in a con-

IN POSTAL SAVINGS 


Washington District Lags as 
Rest of Country Shows 
Increase. , 


BANKS: AID THRIFT PLAN 


By ROBERT C, ALBRIGHT, 
Postal savings deposits in Washing- 


ton aggregated $361,247 at the close of 
the last fiscal year, a falling off of 


$7,322 under figures for 1927, accord- 
ing to the report of operations of the 
Postal Savings System, transmitted to 
Congress by Postmaster General Harry 
S. New. 

The decrease here was in contrast to 
the report for the country as a whole, 


which showed $152,143,349 tn outstand- 
ing principal to the credit of postal- 
Savings depositors, an increase of $%4,- 
784,095. over the amount for the cor- 
responding date last year. 

The report disclosed that altogether 
there are 1.171 Washingtonians who 
maintain postal-savings accounts. The 
$361,247 balance to whe credit of de- 
positors here compares with $368,569 
on June 30, 1927, when deposits of 
$282,747 were more than offset by 
$290,069 in withdrawals. 

The amount of postal-savings in- 
terest in banks here was estimated at 
$538.510.7i1 by the Postr:aster General 
and interest paid Washington § de- 
fositors during the last fiscal vear was 
placed at $6,230.61. The local office 
reported $12,340 in deposits surren- | 
dered for bonds. 

At the close of the 
6,683 depositories in 
United States. including 786 branches 
and stations, an increase of 11 deposi- 
tories during the year. The number of 
depositors increased from 411,394 to 
412,250, the gain in accounts being 856, 
or 0.21 per cent. The average princl- 
pal per depositor increased from 
$358.19 to $369.06, a gain per capita of

There have becn several other in- 
stances in which a small promoter held 
a contract for the next appearance of 
some fighter newly risen to passing 
popularity but was forced to relinguish 
his claim, when the Garden firm de- 
cided to present the fighter first and 


capitalize that popularity. I believe 
that in such cases the Garden firm 


usually gives the small promoter some 
money, approximately the amount 
which a lawyer would call the nuisance 
—price. This obviates the bother of 
wheeling its high caliber legal counsel 
into position to demolish the claimant 
in court. 

This development in the sport busi- 
ness or sport industry was inevitable. 
For years, it had been obvious that

He refused to 
report to the Pirates, was placed on 
the ineligible list and played inde- 
pendent ball at Barberton, Ohio, in 
1913. 

The Browns signed him tn 1915, and 
used him in the box, the outfield and 
at first base. Seeing that Sisler was 
a comer, the Pirates claimed him by 
right of previous purchase and he was 
suspended on order of the national 
commission, later deing awarded to 
the St. Louls Club. 

It was in the Spring of 1915 that 
Sisler really attracted attention of the 
big leaguers.

“Jumping Joe” Dugan, best-third 
baseman of his time. and one of 

the best third basemen ever in the 
National or American Leagues, maac 
his last meteoric leap today. 

The outstanding “hot corner” artic! 
of the five years between 1922 ana 
1927 was released by the New York . 
Yankess to the Boston Braves, of the 
National League, at the waiver price, 
thus ending the two months’ discussion | 
as to “What will Dugan do?” which has 
been raging since the close of the big 
league season and the announcement 
by Miller Huggins that he intended 
making a shift at third base. 

There was surprise all along the base 
paths on Forty-second street, for it had 
been generally understood that Joe was 
to get his unconditional release from 
the Yankees, he being a “ten-year man” 
—i’e., one who has served ten years in 
major league baseball and who can 
not be relegated to the minors. . The 
Yankees made a semiofficlal announce- 
ment to this effect a week ago. 


Dugan had been anxious to get 
his release without strings, for he 
wished to muke a deal with the 
Chicago Cubs, who were reported 
willing to take the veteran for his 
well-known baseball knowledge 
and experlence. It was also re- 
ported that the Brooklyn Kobins 
might have comsidered making 
him an offer. 

But it appears that an American 
League club after passing along the 
veteran when the waiver requests were 
asked by the Yankees. which had to be 
done before he could be handed his 
unconditional release, showed a desire 
to get Dugan. The Yankees were not 
willing to strengthen a rival club, and 
when Judge Emil Fuchs, the president- 
manager of the Braves, put in a claim 
for him the Yankees agreed. 

Whereat there is much joy in 
Boston.

House, Va., was hunted carefully by the 
most skilled woodsmen of the tribe but 
with no result. The tribute could not 
be delivered on Thanksgiving, the usual 
time for the gift, and the warriors 
ranged far afield to procure the deer 
before Christmas, Chief Cook said. -

House Group Will Hold First 
Meeting on Appropriations 
on January 3. 


SCHOOL ITEM SHAVED; 
TOTAL IS $39,935,622 


Subcommittee Likely to Add 
$170,000 to Bill for 
1,500 Employes. 


Hearings on the District appropria- 
tior bill for the fiscal year of 1930 wil} 
be started January 3, the day that 
Congress returns from its Christmas 
recess. They -will be conducted by the 
District subcommittee of the House ap- 
propriations committee. 

The preliminary work was completed 
last week when three members of the 
subcommittee, Chairman Simmons (Re- 
publican), of Nebraska, and Representa- 
tives Holaday (Republican), of Illinois, 
and Griffin (Democrat), of New York, 
spent two days touring the city and 
looking. over the streets that are to be 
repaired.and at buildings and institu- 
tions for which money is asked. 

In view of the fact that the Commis- 
sioners cut their estimates “to the 
bone” this time at the direction of the 
Bureau of the Budget, the amount cafr- 
in the appropriation bill is ex- 
pected to be very close to the sum 
recommended in the budget. 


Million Less Than Last Year. 


The Bureau of the Budget recom- 
mended that $39,935,622 be appropri- 
‘ated to run the District government 
| for the next fiscal year, nearly a million 
dollarr less than was appropriated for 
the current fiscal year. 

The amount that had been asked Dy 
the Board of Education for the schoole 


| —$3.715,300—was slashed to $1,960,000. 


The first witnesses to be called Dy 
the appropriations subcommittee wil 
be the District Commissioners and Maj. 
Daniel J. Donovan, the District auditor, 
who will be asked to explain and jus- 
tify the various items in the budget. 

In view of the fact that the Bureau 
of Efficiency has been making a study 
of the fiscal relations between the 
Federal and District governments, the 
Commissioners are expected to forego 
making any argument at this time 
against the practice of the Federal Gov- 
erninent in appropriating a lump sum 
of %9,000,000 as its share of the District 


expenses.
